The Madrid papers are disposed to

United States on acount of the refer- 
ence made to this subject in President 
McKinley's mess-age to congress. They 
contain reports that Senor Montero 
Rios, president of the Spanish com- 
mission, made impassioned denuncia- 
tion of President McKinley at the last 
joint meeting 
of 
the 
commisions. 


Senor Montero Rios did refer to the 
Maine but only in a calmly worded 
sentence. 
He expressed regret that 


the President had spoken, as Span- 
iards thought, unjustly of them. 
The 


Spaniards had already proposed at 
this conference to have the responsi- 
bility of the Maine loss reported upon 
by a Joint commission of European 
power. The American commissioners 
refused to listen to this and permitted 
Senor Montero Rios' reference to the 
President's message to pass unchal- 
lenged as a discussion would have pro- 
voked debate and bad blood. 


r;piomatic circles in Paris predict as 


one rp^ult of the treaty a diplomatic 
contest between France and the United 
States which may become an 
im- 


portant chapter in history. The French 
government is reported to have re- 
solved to take up the case of French 
holders of Cuban bonds, and it is be- 
lieved France -will declare that the 
repudiation of the bonds is a result of 
the treaty which the victorious nation 
imposed upon Spain.

Considered More Than Government's 


Honor In Canal Dealings, 


Nicaragua Should Be Held to 


Her Promise.

ARRESTED ON SUSPICION 


Man From This City Tried to '-Shove"

Unolt Sam's Consent Must Be Gained Before 


Forfeiture of Concession. 


'Washington, i>pc. 8.—Senator Morgan 


has notified the senate of an amendment 
to the Klearanuiin canal bill, authoriz- 
ing- the immediate issuance, with 
a 


guarante0 by this government of $5,000,- 
000 in boners for the redemption of all 
outstanding stoc'c, except that held by 
the governments 
of 
Nicaragua and 


C'osta Itica, and the cancellation of all 
obligations. 


lie also submitted a report dealing ex- 


clusively with the fact that the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua has granted a cnn- 
ctssion to construct a canal to another 
company than the Maritime Canal com- 
pany. The report upholds the rights of 
the Maritime company for the present, 
and for an extension of its concession for 
30 years more. 


It arraigns the conduct of the republic 


of Nicaragua, as well as that of the 
American citizens securing the new con- 
cession, in the most severe terms, at- 
tributing the course of Nicaragua to 
lealousy of Costa Rica, and that of the 
concessionaires to a purpose to "obstruct 
1 great national policy in selling out to 
't trans-continental railway company for 
the defeat of a supposed competitor." 


"It would be well," the report says, 


"for 
the reputation of those concerned 


in thus dishonoring governments for 
their personal advantage, and using- their 
powers to create jealousies between 
states, if it could appear that their con- 
duct is not also corrupt." 


The committee adduces, as a justifica- 


tion of the new report, the seriousness of 
the situation, saying: on this point: 


"The serious consequences likely tore- 


suit to the United States from this un- 
precedented and unwarranted action of 
the late government of Nicaragua, and 
the evident purpose to force our govern- 
ment into payment of a large sum as 
compensation for the future consent of 
the republic of the United States of Cen- 
tral America to the creation of a mari- 
time canal through the San Juan river 
and Lake Nicaragua, requires the com- 
mittee to present the grounds on which 
it insists ttat this proceeding- is without 
any support in law, justice or equity, and 
that it violates the hitherto cordial rela- 
tions of the United States with Nica- 
ragua." 


The report takes issue with the conten- 


tion that Nicaragua owns both banks of 
the San Juan river, declaring that Costa 
Rica has erjual rights since the arbitra- 
tion of President Cleveland as the owner 
of one bank of the stream. The report 
states that in making the concession of 
right of way granted by Nicaragua no 
mention was made of Nicaragua's claim, 
rendering- it incumbent upon Nicaragua 
to put the canal company in possession 
Of the channel of the river. 


"Here," the report says, "was a breach 


of agreement for which the canal com- 
pany has paid $150,000, that entitled ths 
company to the return of the money 
and other damages. 
It also imposed 


on the United States the duty of compel- 
ling the redress due them if redress had 
been sought." 


The report contends that the circum- 


stances of the concession point to ths 
fact that the concession provides for a 
charter to be granted to the United 
Status. 


"In this attitude," the report con- 


tinues, "the duties and the responsibil- 
ities of Nicaragua are very high, if they 
do not even rise to the dignity of solemn 
Pledges, and consequent sovereign re- 
sponsihilities to the United States, whose 
intervention is sought in the chartering 
of thu corporation." 


It is then set forth that the United 


States is a party to the measure of build- 
Ing the canal at the instance of both 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua, and it is 
'•'..limed that the consent of this coun- 
try is also necessary to any proceeding 
nn the part of Nicaragua looking to the 
forfeiture of the concession. 


"Nicaragua," the report asserts, "can- 


not repeal an act of congress, which 
dedicates the canal and its concession- 
ary incidents to a corporation chartered 
for such great purposes." 


The report says that the concession 


provides for the submission of any dis- 
pute to arbitration, and it is claimed that 
this provision operates to prevent any 
arbitrary action on the part of Nic- 
aragua. 
• 


Dwelling on Nicaragua's course in the 


matter, the report says: 


"How this unexampled condition is to 


be dealt with otherwise than by an ex- 
pressed and determined attitude on. the 
part of the United States, is a question 
that carries with it the danger of serious 
embroilment in the near future. 
If 


Nicaragua is not held to the perform- 
ance of her agreement, years will elapse 
and many dangers will be encountered 
nefore even a start can b« r.i*i de toward 
the construction of the canrj.

Hull, chairman of the house comrnittci 
on military affairs, yesterday introducej 
a hill Increasing thp regular army lo ap- 
proximately 100,000 men. The bill wal 
framed at the war department and lial 
the approval of thi ^ci'ittury of war. ll 
Is not the bill framed by General ilile* 
as this measure has not the high rani" 
proposed by the Miles bill and pome o| 
the appointments arc open to offir-ers ol 
the volunteers or from civil life. It pro- 
vides for a lieutenant t?r-neral and whai 
is considered a suiluu<:u increase o: 
majur ami brigade generals to command 
an army of 100,000 men scattered 1'roi: 
Porto Rico to Manila. 


The artillery arm is reorganized, Kepa 


rating it into coast and field artillery, Ijul 
promotion Is to be by seniority of ths 
whole army. A decrease of the enlisted 
men is made so that the army can bj 
increased by recruits in case of war tu 
full strength. The eavaliy Is increase.^ 
two regiments, the infantry five. The 
enlisted strength of an" infantry com- 
pany i3 not to exceed 115, so that in case 
of war new regiments would have to bt 
formed probably, all of which v.'ould 1>« 
volunteer, but the regular army woulii 
make a substantial first lien. The bill 
provides for the three battalion forma- 
tion. The staff corps are increased aboui 
40 percent and, with the exception of the 
adjutant general, inspector general and 
ordnance, are open to appointments from 
the volunteers or civil life. 


The most noticeable change is that ir, 


the medical department, in which pi-o- 
viglon is made for a hospital corps oi 
3UOO privates with the necessary non- 
commissioned officers, with a largely in- 
creased number of surgeons and assistan 
surgeon. 


All officers and men serving In the 


Bub-tropical countries are to have an in- 
crease of 25 percent in pay. Under the 
immediate control of the president, in- 
habitants of the new countries may be 
enlisted In the organizations there serv- 
ing-. The bill gives a total of 14 regi- 
ments of artillery, 12 of cavalry and 30 of 
infantry. 


Chairman Hull's bill is cast on entirely 


different lines from General Miles' bill 
The Miles bill is based on the theory oi 
one soldier for 1000 population, i\ nil;: the 
Hull bill is based on the idea of a total 
force of 100,000, the organization being 
constructed so as to reach that total. 
General Mile? provides for a general and 
for t\\o lieutenant generals, while the 
Hull bill makes no provisions for a gen- 
eral and has but one lieutenant general. 


Other Important differences are: 
Hull 


bill, 30 regiments of infantry; Miles bill, 
TO regiments of infantrj-. 
Hull bill, 12 


regiments of cavalry; Miles bill, 35 regi- 
ments of cavalry. Hull bill, a corps of 
artillery; Miles bill, 14 regiments of sea- 
coast artillery and two regiments of field 
artillery. 


The Hull bill in. its first section suma up 


the reorganized army as follows: One 
lieutenant general, 6 major generals, 12 
brigadier generals, 12 regiments ot 
cavalry, a corps of artillery, 30 regiments 
of infantry. 


An adjutant general's department, an 


inspector general's department, a judge. 
a.dvocate general's department, a quar- 
termaster general's department, a sub- 
stinence department, a medical depart- 
ment, a pay department, a corps of en- 
tfneers, an ordnance department, a sig- 
nal corps, 30 post chaplains, the chief ol 
the record and pension office; the offices 
of the army on the retired list, the pro- 
fessors, corps of cadets, an a-rmy service 
detachment and band at 
the United 


Ptates military academy, and such other 
officers and enlisted men as may herein- 
after be provided for, are al?o included. 


The regimental organization of the ar- 


tillery arm of the army is discontinued, 
and that arm is designated ns the corps 
of artillery. The distinction between 
coast and field artillery is similar to that 
In the MileB bill, but more elaborate in 
dotail. The Atlantic division of the coast 
is defined to include the Atlantic and the 
gulf seaboards and the coast of the Great 
L.akes, "and shall ultimately include the 
coast line of the West Indian possessions 
of the United States." The Pacific di- 
vision fs defined to include the Pacific 
•eaboard, "and shall ultimately include 
the coast line of the various possessions 
of the United States in the Pacific ocean." 


The corps of artillery embraces 144 bat- 


teries of coast artillery and 24 field bat- 
teries. Eacn regiment, of infantry con- 
sists of 12 companies, organized 
intn 


three battalions of four companies each. 
The company strength in addition to 
commissioned and non-commissioned of- 
ficers is 112 mc-n. In various staff corps 
express provision is ma<3e that persons 
who have served ns officer." in the volun- 
teer army in the war with Spain and 
persons in civil life may he appointed to 
various specified grades. 


Section 16 is as follows: 
Organizations 


serving in Cuba, Porto Rico and the isl- 
ands of tht! Pacific may, in the discretion 
of th«> president, be recruited in whole or 
In part from the inhabitants thereof, to 
whom the legal restrictions upon enlist- 
ments in tlie army as regards term of 
service, age, citizenship ami educational 
qualifications shall not apply, and who 
shall be entitled to such pay and .-illow- 
ances not exceeding thope now author- 
ized as the president may direct.'

So many descriptions of the bustle an

Exchange that still seems novel to t:. 
most fomilar visitor — indeed ifc has J», 
yet lost its Ireshnesa to all of the broker 
themselves — nnd that is the Telephone sys- 
tem. 
The telephones, isoro than a hun • 


dred in number, are located in little stalls 
rows and rows ;sud rows of them. 
Ai 


such busy times as the present the bolls 
are ringing all the time, dozens at once 
occasionally, and as you look down upon 
the stalls and listen to tho tinkling-of-tie 
bells, so shrill as to bo heard above thi 
clatter of the floor, you wonder how any 
one can possibly talk over the wire amid 
all the racket. 
And before you have 


ceased marveling on that score you are 
seized with a new wondor — how in tha 
world can tho broker on the floor tell 
when tho bell of his own particular phone 
is ringing. 


Perhaps you will ask one of thfi attend- 


ants in the gr.llery about it. If so, he 
will point solemnly to a part of tha wall, 
where metallic flaps are constantly lifting 
themselves, displaying numbers for a 
longer or shorter time and then shutting 
down again. 
The workings of these con- 


trivances suggest, nothing so much as 
winking, and if you listan to tho attend- 
ant he will tf !1 you that the entire, system 
is known by t.je brokers and tho employees 
as the winking machine. 


When tho telephone was a new institu- 


tion at the exchange, a messenger boy 
used to rush out, from the row of stalls 
whenever a bell sounded and notify tho 
brukor whoso telephone had been rung. 
But this was altogether too slow for sur h 
a rapid and up to dato organization as the 
exchange and some clever genius invented 
this method 
f displaying the numbers, 


to the great .saving of time and brokerial 
patience as well. 


Tho necessity of frequently glancing at 


the winkers to see if his telephone wants 
him has add 1 another cause for tho bro- 
ker's alertness to the many existing before 
tho phone's advent. You c.in get a pretty 
good idea as to just how far tho sense of 
alertness has- been developed among the 
ritock Exchange men by taking mental 
note of the l.revity with which tho num- 
bors are expose;!, for the scheme is that 
each numbei shall he shown until the 
phono it represents has been answered. 
Other Lively JICTV Yorle Exchanges. 


Thn Kf rink Exchange is the most famous 


organization of its sort in New York, but 
there are se%eral others whose floors are 
quite as livcl., when business is ^ood anci 
quite as interesting to tho casual visitor. 


The Cotton Exchange is ono of these, 


especially at this tiuio of year, and tho 
noise under its roof and the apparent con- 
fusion among its brokers are as marked a? 
at, tlJ& Stock lixchango. The Produce Ez- 
ohi:..j>o and tho Consolidated Exchange 
arc also pretty lively establishments. The 
Consolidated is located on lowor Broad- 
way, not more than a stone's throw from 
tho Stock Exchange, and its brokers, like 
the othors, deal in stocks and bonds ex- 
clusively. The ril ock Exchange wus found- 
ed in 1702 and all its o;irliest translations 
wore hold in. ler the shade of .1 spreading 
tree.

Lesa 
than two years ago the same cathedral 
witnessed a te deum sune by the sama 
choir in celebration of Maceo's death. 
Then the cathedral was draped with 
Spanish colors. 
Yesterday the entire 


ediftce was draped 
in black, inter- 


spersed with a few Cuban emblems. 


Considerable annoyance was occa- 


sioned to the UnJted States authorities 
by the fact that some 75 men, Cubans, 
marched the entire length of St. Thomas 
street, armed with rifles and machatos. 
although aH Cubans are well aware that 
such conduct is strictly against the reg- 
ulations, armed bodies, other than 
United States troops, not being allowed. 


The offenders in question did not ash 


permission to march armed, and their 
intention was not made known to tha 
American 
authorities. 
Indeed tha 


cathedral had been reached before the 
fact was reported to headquarters. 


Colonel Bascom, who Is chief in com- 


mand here during- the absence of Gen- 
eral Wood, immediately called upon tha 
mayor regarding the affair, and was bj 
him referred to Colonel Garcia, who sen1 
an orderly directing the immediate ap- 
pearance of the offenders a-t headquar- 
ters. 


Meanwhile the armed squad had fired 


three volleys, many ball cartridg-ea 
striking the upper portions of tha 
cathedral, and causing the bell ringers 
hastily to desert thedr post. 


In less than o. Quarter of an hour an 


officer from the Fifth immune regiment 
arrived at headquarters wilih a message 
from Colonel Serg-ant, stating that sev- 
eral bullets had struck his tent and,other 
points, and asking in^-mation as to the 
cause. 
Colonel Gai&a said he was 


under the impression that the men used 
blank cartridges, and that the United 
States authorities had been notified ol 
the intention of a number of men tc 
march armed in connection with the 
celebration. 
Colonel Bascom reported that he knev 


nothing of it, and that the Cubans had 
evidently done th«ir best to coaceal theii 
purpose. 
He then ordered Calone 


Garcia not to allow 'his men to attend the 
evening procession armed, and said he 
would permit the conitin.uan.ce of the 
morning celebrations only on the dis- 
tinct understanding that there was to be 
no more firing. Trie reason the offend 
ers were not arrested was that they w-era 
within the cathedral limits at the time.

New* From Havana, 


Havana, Dec. 8.—The local press shows 


a sharp division In the comments upon 
President McKinley's message to con- 
gress. El Pals and La Lucha find an 
analogy between the message and the 
joint resolution of A^ril last, constitut- 
ing, in their opinion, proof that the 
' United States government is "really de- 
termined to carry out the promises 
solemnly contracted before the world." 


On the other hand, El Diaro de La 


Marina, La Union Avisador, El Cornercio, 
La Union Tberia and El Leon Espanol 
see in the message a veiled admission 
that the president's policy is to occupy 
the Island for an indefinite period, with 
a view of ultimately annexingit. The^e 
papers loudly denounce the passage in 
the message -which urges co-operation 
and assistance in every possible form for 
the eocial and moral construction of the 
island in order to enable the people of 
Cuba to govern themselves. The idea of 
qualifying the Cubans to administer 
their own affairs is represented by this 
section of the press as "an insult and an 
ominous warning." 


From Cuban headquarters the an- 


nouncement is made of the successful re- 
sult of the visit to Washington of Gen- 
eral Calixto Garcia and his colleagues, 
composing the special deputation from 
the Cuban assombly recently in session 
at Santa Cruz Del Sur.

1 What the original lord, mayor's coach 
was like it is impossible to say, for be- 
yond the fact that it was built in 1718 
no further t ccount of it seems to have 
begn kept. In 1757 the gorgeous equi- 
puge which is still in use on these oc- 
casions was built at a cost of $5,325, 
which money was raised by subscrip- 
tions of $300 from each of the several, 
aldermen then "under the chair," who 
entered into an agreement that every 
gentleman -who was elected an alder- 
man should on his admittance contrib- 
ute a little subscription of $300 toward 
the expense of building the coach and 
every lord mayor the sum of $500, which, 
money was to go solely for the purpose 
of ornamentation and decoration. Who 
the builder of the coach was is not 
known, but the beautiful panels ara 
said,.lo be the work of Cipriani, and the 
original heraldic devices are attributed 
to Catton. George Ill's coach builder 
and one of the foundation members of 
the Royal academy. 


In old days, judging from all accounts, 


the glories of mayoralty seem to have 
been even greater than they are a,t the 
present time. Then the lord mayor was 
literally king of the city, and on the day 
he accepted office poets of fame wrote 
odes to celebrate the event. So great 
were the glories of this day of civic 
celebration and so splendid the pageant 
held in honor of it that not only did the 
common people throng to witness the 
scene, but even the nobles and the court 
turned out to witness the splendor. For 
a long time the royal party occupied a 
certain balcony at the corner of Pater- 
noster row, but later on the house of a 
Mr. Barclay, situated opposite Bow 
church, was given over to. their use. 


From an early date it appears that it 


was customary for the lord mayor and 
the sheriffs to give a large banquet aft- 
er the day's proceedings, from which 
the company rose in time to attend 
evening prayers at St. Paul's cathedral. 
Gradually, however, the latter part of 
the proceeding seems to have died out, 
although the banquet is still a time 
honored institution. There is also re- 
corded in connection with this banquet 
a curious custom which took place reg- 
ularly at the feast—viz, the fool (who 
was formerly one of the lord mayor's 
household) was bound by the conditions 
of his office tu leap, clothes and all. into 
a large bowl of custard which stood in 
the center of the table.

es left the country, taking with them 
immense sums of money and those arts 
and manufactures which had "been a 
great source of wealth to the govern- 
ment. 


A numerous body of refugees left their 


native country for the more peaceful 
shores of England and America. 
Of 


those who went to England, many of 
them settled in Spitalfields, and plied 
their trade of silk weaving, where they 
displayed their superior taste and skill 
in the richness and variety of the silks 
and brocades and also lute strings 
which they produced. At the present 
day many families may still be found 
whose names denote French origin, and 
the silk manufactured in the neighbor- 
hood is still accounted the best, as may 
be gathered from the fact that the ma- 
terial for the wedding gowns of all 
royal princesses is always woven by the 
Spitalfields weavers. The art of paper 
making also benefited by the influx of 
French workmen. 


It is ptransre that the French minis- 


ters should not have foreseen the dam- 
age to the country which would ensue 
from the violent measures they adopt- 
ed, and when an ordinance banished all 
tho Protestant clergy, the government 
seemed perplexed that the people vol- 
untarily shared in their exile. At last 
it was ordered that all who attempted 
to leave the- country should be confined 
to the galleys, but even -that did not 
prevent enormous numbers escaping to 


places. This great loss to France was 
certainly not expected or intended, and 
the departure of so much capital and 
skill was felt for many years, if not to 
tho present day. 


The Earliest Universities. 


"When were universities first estab- 


lished?" is a question that has occurred 
to many people. It is perfectly natural 


i that this question 
should arise, for 


thoucrhtful people must often have won- 
dered when mental culture first became 


[ of such importance as to necessitate the 
' foundation of a university. 


Tho ear-liest university was the medi- 


cal school of Salerno, which was closed 
in 1S17 after a life of about 1,000 5'ears. 


, The two models of all the other old uni- 


[ versities were those 
of Bologna and 


j Paris, the former a law school, the lat- 


t ter making theology its chief concern, 
both founded in the second half of the 
twelfth century, an epoch when the ad- 


i vantages that wore to accrue to the 


I world from certain studies were strong- 


; ly felt. The University of Paris had 
' f r o m 
the 
outset 
four 
faculties or 


branches of study—theology, canon law, 
medicine and arts. But the study of 
arts, including logic and rhetoric'from 
the trivium and the quadrivium (arith- 
metic, geometry, music and astronomy), 
was regarded as merely preliminary to 
the others, which alone, as attacking vi- 
tal problems, entitled the university to 
its high privileges. 


Hence, upon Inception as a matter of 


arts, a man did not cease to be called s. 
"scholar"—a word whieh has conse- 
quently come to imply sound learning 
outside the three professions. It was 
the elucidation of theology which was 
above all desired and expected from the 
university, nnd the faculty of theology 
v/fis organized more like a learned acad- 
emy than as a seminary.

cated. Tn Paris there were in each fac- 
ulty three degrees—those of bachelor, 
licentiate and master or doctor. Three 
years' study was required for a master 
in arts, and he must be 21 years of age. 
Five years' study more wns required 
for the first degree in theology. The 
instruction was

A New Explosive. 


Much is claimed for the new French 


explosive named "promethee." the com- 
position of which is now made known 
as consisting, in its polid portion, of 56 
per cent of potash, 20 per cent manga- 
nese dioxide and 20 per cent ferric oxido 
—this being triturated, mixed in a mill 
and filled into cartridges. A permeable 
cartridge is employed to facilitate the 
penetration of the oil. the latter con- 
sisting of SO per cent of petroleum and 
10 per cent oil of bitter nlmonds. This 
prepared liquid—which is not applied 
to the cartridge until .lust before use— 
is stored in met;!l flasks holding about 
one-tenth ol' ,'i gallon: 2.2 pounds of the 
exclusive contain 1.05 pounds of car- 
tridge contents and .55 pound of the oil, 
this quantity being sufficient to impreg- 
nate the cartridge.

About 100 men met last night in Sul- 


livan's hall on Marshal! street and or- 
ganized the Workingmen's Municipal 
league. 
The league 
elected 
oflieers 


and endorsed William Dobson as the 
labor candidate for mayor. The officers 
chosen are: President. Peter Oulman: 
secretary, John Clark: financial com- 
mittee. Terrence Farley. James Smith 
and John Clark; committee on nomi- 
nations. Peter Oulman, Georg-e Hough- 
ton, 
Joseph 
Levine 
and 
William 
Schultz. 


Mr. Dobson was present at the meet- 


ing- and was called upon for a speech. 
He announced his platform and it was 
adopted as the platform of the league. 
He said that the league and its can 
didate would carry on their work with- 
out indulging in personalities, or re- 
sorting to unseemly criticism of the 
other candidates in the field. A clean 
contest was promised and all pledged 
themselves to that effect. Mr. Dobson 
touched on the unfounded story that 
the league and its candidates would 
be pledged to no-license. He said that 
it was not the intention of himself to 
take any part in any license or no- 
license fight and that the members of 
the league, he hoped, would use their 
independence of thought with refer- 
ence to license matters. 


Following Mr. Dobson, Charles Mc- 


Ginis, George W. Houghton and Lewis 
Shields made addresses. The ISague 
voted to endorse Mr. McDonald and 
Mr. Knott for the council and Mr. 
Bowes for assessor. A committee on 
endorsement will be appointed and 
meet tonight to consider the other 
candidates the league can conscien- 
tiously endorse. 


At last night's meeting 70 names 


were signed to the papers placing Mr. 
Dobson in nomination. The platform 
of the league follows: 


First—We promise the recognition of 


nine hours as a day's work on all work 
performed by the city whether done 
by the day or by contract. 


Second—That in all specifications of 


contract a binding clause shall be in- 
serted protecting resident-citizen labor, 
also guarding nine hours as a work 
day. In payment for certain labor per- 
formed $1.75 per day shall be the mini- 
mum rate pa.J. 


Third—That in the appointment or 


hiring of any official for city work we 
promise to choose from and recognize 
our own city and its people whom we 
claim are just as brainy and skillful 
as those from a distant city. Oppor- 
tunity is all that is_ needed to prove 
and demonstrate this fact and estab- 
lish the new order in place of the pres- 
ent system of hiring 
outside labor, 


which tends to both degrade and in- 
sult 'the intelligence of this city. 


Fourth—"We promise that, taking 


into account the large indebtedness of 
the city that all unnecessary expen- 
diture of money, whether by salaries 
or otherwise, shall

Fifth—Lastly, but not the least, we 


promise to consider with special care 
the streets used by the masses of the 
people and give them the attention 
which common decency and justice de- 
mands.

If given we 
promise to zealously guard with pru- 
dence and a carefulness of action the 
interests of the city should they br 
placed in our candidates' hands. We 
promise with all honesty of purpose a 
r*alm, delibc~ot« and conservative ad- 
ministration.

The report of the accusations against 


Colonel Clark of the Second regiment 
by members of Companies B and K of 
Springfield, caused surprise, sympathy 
and indignation among the members 
of Company ,M of Adams. If the men 
who accused the colonel of not being 
in the battle of El Caney or within 40C 
rods of the block house could have 
been at the Greylock house in Adams 
Wednesday evening- they would have 
heard things that would certainly have 
caused them to "guess again." 


About a dozen members of Company 


M were assembled and they gave full 
vent to their feelings and did not hesi- 
tate to condemn the accusers of the 
colonel as liars, point blank. 


First Sergeant William O'Brien was 


indignantly aroused. He said, "I wa; 
on the firing line when Col. Clark came 
up and said, 'Boys the smoke from 
your guns clearly shows your position. 
Stop firing, but don't leave your places. 
Hold your ground to where you have ad- 
vanced. The enemy may retreat this 
way and you want to be ready to meet 
them.' Col. Clark was in the battle ail 
the while and most of the time was 
near M Company. He was no coward. 
He was a good leader and a brave 
soldier." This was the statement of 
the sergeant and he was upheld in all 
he said by others of the company who 
were present. 


Capt. Phil. I. Barber of the Orange 


Company was also present. He said he 
was glad to know that the colonel's 
accusers signed their names to what 
he considered the basest of lies. He 
knew that Col. Clark was on the firing 
line, in the battle, and was as good if 
not a better soldier than any of the 
men in B or iv companies. 
He more- 


over said the above named companies 
were always chronic "kickfrs," and 
were always playing the "baby" act. 
They were continually complaining 
while other companies, far their super- 
iors in excellence, did their duty and 
said nothing. Such were the feelings 
expressed in Adams. 


MAJOR WHIPPLE'S CHIP WOUND, 


Boston Writer Trlls Interesting Stories 


of Major Whipple. 


The "Listener" in the Boston Trans- 


cript last week met'Major "Whipple of 
Adams. The "Listener" was one of 
the war correspondents at Santiago, 
and in telling' of- the meeting he re- 
calls a good many incidents of the 
major's fighting, and of his bravery in 
leading- his men through the thickest 
of the fighting-. One of the best stories 
he tells is the following-: 


When the Second-Massachusetts was 


under fire before Santlag-o, and the 
men were lying flat oij the ground, 
Major 
'Whipple stood 
up, 
looking 


through a field glass at the enemy— 
and he made a good mark, for he is six 
feet high and broad-shouldered. 
As he 


was peering thus something- struck him 
in the face and.-eyes with such force 
and violence thatcfor the moment the 
major had no sort of doubt he had been 
killed. 
The missle, whatever it was, 


stung like fire, and one of his eyes 
pained him as if it had been pierced. 
He put his hands to his face, took them 
away and looked at them. There was 
no blood. Then he looked around won- 
dering-ly, as much as to say, "What 
was it?" A soldier was able to an- 
swer the question. "Here it is, major," 
he said; and he picked up a chip that 
a Mauser bullet had clipped off a tree 
lose by and brought along with it. The 
bullet could not touch this major with 
the charmed 
life—but it spitefully 


flung the chip in his face as it passed 
by. 


And the old Roman of Adams will 


never ask a pension on account of that 
chip, either.
